• London, Jan. 28.—In referring to dis- 
cussions of the future status of Ger- 
many's colonies, by the peace congress, 
the Paris correspondent of the Mail 
writes: 


"President Wilson appears to have 


put forward a genera! scheme which 
may be termed the internationalization 
of Germany's late possessions. 
This 


plan is not exactly defined but in prin- 
ciple it would make it mandatory for 
the various powers to administer the 
colonies subject to the control of the 
league of nations. 


"British delegates do not object to 
such procedure respecting the colonies 
in Africa, although other nations, no- 
tably the French and Portuguese, do 
not acquiesce and the Union of South 
Africa definitely claims German South- 
west Africa. As regards the Pacific, 
Australia claims Xew Guinea and the 
Bismarck Archipelago. ?\*ew Zealand 
claims Samoa and Japan desires the 
Marshalls and Carolins. Japan also sug- 
gests an equatorial delimitation between 
British and Japanese influence in the 
Pacific." 


The 
correspondent 
refers 
to 
the 
Anglo-Japanese "secret" treaty of 191 fi, 
which assigned the Marshalls and Car- 
olins to Japan and adds: 
"Such possessions would be very dis- 


tasteful to the United States and Amer- 
ican political opinion is that if Presi- 
dent Wilson agrees to this move his 
power will be seriously impaired. It is 
suggested that from 
this comes his 
earnest demand • for the internationali- 
zation of all Pacific colonies. It is quite 
clear, however, that .the whole voice of 
the British empire at the peace con- 
gress supports the claims of Australia, 
New Zealand and the Union of South 
Africa and also agrees to the retention 
by Japan of the Marshalls and Carolins 
with equatorial delimitation of 
influ- 
ence. 
"It was the current 'opinion tonight 
that President Wilson would see the 
justice of the 
claims. He requested 


evidence of Australian interest in New 
Guinea and these were quickly forth- 
coming in a telegram recording resolu- 
tions by a large number of public col- 
onies in Australia, opposing any other 
solution of the colonial problems. Aus- 
tralia declares .she has lost more men in 
the war than the United States and Jias 
had no recompense in the shape of war 
contracts and that the non-possession of 
the whole of New Guinea,:would arouse 
great bitterness."

ARMENIANS ANXIOUS 


ABOUT TURK ATROCITIES 


London, Jan. 20.—(Correspondence of 


the Associated Press)—Intense anxiety 
is felt by Armenians here over reports 
that large bodies of Turkish troops have 
joined the Tartar bands and are attack- 
ing Armenian villages. It is feared that 
still another chapter of atrocities will 
be added to the Turkish record before 
the allies are able to relieve the be- 
leagured Armenian towns. 
Details are still lacking of the mas- 
sacre at. Baku after the Turks, rein- 
forced by Tartar and German troops 
had captured the city. 
Unofficial re- 
ports of the Armenian bureau here in- 
dicate that about 20,000 people, includ- 
ing a considerable number of Armenian, 
soldiers, were slaughtered in .Baku and 
in the surrounding region.

of the more than 150,000 unemployed 
men in Ohio, a comprehensive program 
for counties, municipalities and other 
agencies to rush all work of public char- 
acter is expected to be aouroved by th^ 
conference of county commissioners. 
mayors and state employment official 
with Governor-Cox here this afternoon. 
The plan, as tentatively outlined, is 


for municipalities, county commissioners 
and other public agencies contemplating 
public improvements to start on them 
immediately where money is already 
available and where the money is not 
yet available to make it so forthwith 
without waiting ordinary routine. 


In addition to the estimated 150,000 


men now out of employment, Fred C. 
Croxton, head of the federal labor em- 
ployment service, estimates there are 
20,000 unemployed women. The num- 
ber of both men and women unemployed 
is approximately twice as many as? or- 
dinary during this season of the year, 
Croxton says. 


In furnishing work for the unemploy- 


ed the plan does not contemplate per- 
mitting floaters from othqr states to 
take advantage of the labor furnished 
in Ohio. 
To this end all recruiting 


of labor must be handled through the 
state and federal employment offices. 
Those eligible for jobs, insofar as possi- 
ble, 
must have been residents of the 
state for one year, and of the county 
or city for six months. 


Preference in employment always iy 
to be given discharged soldiers and to 
men with dependents. Every/ effort, i:; 
to be made to avoid giving employment 
to floaters • or those who would abuse 
such an effort to render assistance. 
Election registration and poll-books are 
to be ..used .iu verifying. citizenship and 
residence. 


The federal community labor boards 
wherever there are such, still in exis- 
tence, are to be resignated as the of- 
ficial committees to handle any special 
labor problems regarding the furnishing 
of work to men in particular instances. 
Employment services are to be required 
to register the \fDrkers and with the 
advice of the community boards refer 
those qualified to employment on pro- 
posed public works.
